LONDON, Feb. 19.—The Russian Bolsheviki government has 
capitulated and announced its readiness, although protestingly, to 
sign a peace compact under the hard terms imposed by Germany. 
Notwithstanding this fact, however, Teutonic troops are advanc- 

ing eastward into Russia over a front of 400 miles, from Riga in the 
north to Lutsk, a scant 50 miles from the East Galician border on the 

j south, Apparently thus far the operation has met with no opposition. 
The northern reaches of the Dvina river have been crossed by the 
enemy, the important railroad town of Dvinsk, whence roads run 
northeastward to Petrograd, and eastward to Smolensk, are reported, 
and Lutsk, one of the famous fortresses, forming the Volhynian tri- 
angle and the gateway leading eastward to Kiev, has been entered 
without the Russians attempting to stay the force.

Mayor Evans on Tuesday morning 
and asked for re-consideration of the 
flremen’s case and that a plebiscite 
on the question of promotion from 
the ranks should be taken. 

The discussion lasted from

arrived at. Mayor Evans represented 
the side of the city, no other member 
of the council being present. 

It was agreed by the mayor to call 
an Informal meeting of the clty coun- 
cll for 2 o'clock on Wednesday after- 
noon and the committee will attend 
then and ask for the decision of the 
council, 

No ultimatum has been presented to 
the city by the labor organizations, 
but it Js practically certain that unless 
some action is taken by the city 
council] within 48 hours, that belng 
the time when the strike vote taken 
among the labor unions in the city 
will be returned, a strike will follow. 

Delegates Give Warning. 

The mayor was warned not only by 
the labor delegates but also by the 
Rev. Val Tilson, delegate of the Minis- 
terial association to the Trades and 
Labor council, of the seriousness of 
the situation which might follow the 
requests of the unions being ignored. 
The Rey. Val Tilton said he had never 
heard a matter discussed with more 
earnestness and less heat than in the 
discussion whieh took place at the 
meeting of the Trades and Labor 
council the previous night. 

May Tie Up Ralttways. 

One delegate who represented the 
railway machinists on one of the rail- 
roads said that he eould give notice 
that the machinists would etrike and 
this would tie up the coal freight 
traffic and also in a time the passen- 
ger traffic. They would not be re- 
ponsible for any price that coal might 
xo up to tn the city but the mayor 
ind council would b- responsible.

sition, 

The men hold that there was an 
understood agreement in the recom- 
mendations of the Concillation Board, 
which has been violated by the city. 

Refuses Plebiscite. ; 

The mayor refused to recommend 
he plebiscite asked for, as he held 
that the public were not in a 
tion to give a proper decision, as they 
did not know whether there was a 
man in the fire department capable 
of filling the position or not, 

A, Farmilo, secretary of the trades 
ind labor council, said that he had 
uggested on a previous occasion that 
» tribunal should be selected to de- 
«ide whether any of the men had the 
«ualifications, but the idea was turned 
down by the mayor, 

The mayor sald that he would be 
willing for such a tribunal to settle 
the question of the qualifications of 
any of the men, 

The delegates suggested that the 
plebiscite might be put and that a 
tribunal might afterwards be appoint- 


ed to settle the question of quallfica-| 


tion, 

The delegates asked what would

to loyal and dilligent service. It | 
seems reasonable to suppose that 
the application of that rule should 
make for similar efficiency in the 
case of the fire brigade. That 
view is confirmed by the fact that 
for years past our fire brigade has 
been unquestionably _ efficient 
under the direction of chiefs pro- 
moted from the ranks. To claim 
that under such circumstances 
there was no one in the depart- 
ment qualified to discharge the 
duties of chief is to challenge ex- 
perience in other lines of employ- 
ment, and naturally will not be 
accepted by the public unless | 
established by facts.

To justify the 
appointment in the minds of the 
public it will be necessary to re- 
move that impression, and to 
establish that really serious con- 
sideration was given to the aspira- 
tions of members of the brigade 
with a desire to find a chief in the 
brigade if a man having the neces- 
sary qualifications was to be 
found there. 


With the members of the trades 
unions voting on the question of 
whether they will calla general 
strike in the city, the seriousness 
of the situation that has developed 
is readily apparent.

DENIED EXEMPTION 
IN CENTRAL COURT | 


Ottawa, Feb 19—The central appeal! 
judge under the Military Service Act 
has decided that the facts as stated 
in the exemption claim of Joseph 
Fleury, a student in the Petit Semin-| 
aire, Quebec, “do not afford a valid 
ground for exemption.” 

The facts as stated by Justice Me- 
Corkill, who referred the case. are 
that Joseph Fleury, a young man of 
20, resides on his father’s farm during 
the whole of the year except when he 
is attending the Petit Seminatre of) 


Guebec, He claimed exemption on two!/ 


grounds, the first that he was a stu-| 
dent at the Seminalre, and second 
that he was a farmer's son residing 
and working on his father's farm dur- 
ing that part of the year when cultiva- 
tion was possible. Tne seminary 
futhorities also made a claim for ex- 
emption for the young man and evi-} 
Gence was offered by them and by 
Fleury’s father when the case was 
called, 

The father superior of the seminary 
explained that the course to be cover- 
ed took up eight years, and if the stu- 
dent was successful he received a 
Cegree corresponding to the bachelor 
of arts in a prostestant university, It 
wes explained that the seminary was 
first founded with the intention of 
making provision for the education of 
candidates for the priesthood,

National League's First Rival Founded 41 Years Ago Today, 
Today is the forty-first anniversary of the launching of the first 
rival to the National League. The latter circuit was founded in 
February, 1876, and on February 20, 1877, a bunch of promoters met 
in Pittsburg with a view to starting a new circuit. 
The new league, after it had been formed, was christened the 


International Association. The membership was made up of the 
Alleghanys, of Vittsburg; Rochester, N.Y.; Manchester, N.H.; the 
Buckeyes, of Columbus, ©.; the Live Oaks, of Lynn, Mass.; the 
Maple Leaf, of Guelph, Ont., and the Tecumsehs, of London, Ont. 


The first International Association pennant was floated in Canadian 
breezes, the London club annexing the championship. 

The following year Guelph, Columbus and Lynn retired from the 
league, but sufficient new clubs were added to make it a twelve-club 
cireuit, Hartford, Springfield, Lowell, Buf(ilo, Hornellsville, Bing- 
hampton, Utiea and Syracuse were the additions to this baseball 
family, and Buffalo carried off the pennant in 1878. This was the last 
year of the (nternational Association. In 1879 the name was changed 
to National A ciation, with a cireult composed of Washington, 
Worcester, “Albany, Uties, Springfield, Holyoke, New Bedford and 
Manchester, In the same year a third league was formed in the West, 
called the Northwestern, and including Omaha, Rockford, Hl.; Rock- 
ville, la., and Dubuque, the latter city taking the leadership. Wash- 
ington won the National Association pennant in 1880. The next year 
the Eastern Association was started with ciubs in New York, Phiia- 
delphia, Brooklyn and Washington, and 1882 this organization became 
the American Association, a real rival of the National, with a circuit 
composed of Philadelphia, Baltimore, Pittsburg, St. Louis and 
Cincinnati. 

Thirty-four years ugo today, in 1884, the first blg outlaw league, 
the Union Association, was inaugurated, with clubs in Baltimore 
Boston, Altoona, Philadelphia, Washington, Chicago, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis, Only five clubs finished the season, and the “outlaw” was 
an ignominious failure.

Edward Brown, minister of finance, 
in the Norris government, defended 
the provincial administration of the 
past three years in the legislative 


chamber last evening The minister's 
speech was made in answer to charges 
of extravagance and ineompetence 
made against the provincial govern-

Mr, Brown said that the old govern- 
ment had been forced to resign be 
cause it could not carry on financlally 
and comparing the basis of the old ad 
ministration with that of the new, the 
latter had effected a saving of $2,000 
000 for the province of Manitoba. Mr
